The annual McGill— U. of Ver- 
mont intercollegiate debate will j 
take place this afternoon in the 
New Room at 5.00 p.m., on the i 
topic "Resolved, that world widcj 
socialism is the only hope for per- 
manent peace." McGill will uphold 
the affirmative, Vermont the negat- 
ive. As in the past, this will be a 
mixed debate. 

McGill will bc represented by 
Pat Coogan and Maurice Kelly. 
Both arc experienced debaters. Miss 
Coogan was a member of the Mc- 
Gill team which won all their 
debates in the Intercollegiate 
Debating Tournament at Burling- 
ton this year, while Mr. Kelly has 
debated In the Montreal Debating 
League. 

The University of Vermont will 
bc represented by Mary Fuller, 
who is on the executive committtec 
of the Newman Club there, and 
Dick O'Connell, Is Defence Coun- 
cil for the student's court at Ver- 
mont. 

The chairman will be Dan 
Morris.

Discusses 

Chemistry 



Sidney Phillips, by virtue of his 
victory over Doug Gross, yesterday 
became the holder of the Papineau 
Cup for debating. 

Upholding the affirmative of the 
subject. "Resolved that the Second 
World War was fought in vain," 
Mr. Phillips asserted that as a re- 
sult of the war we had lost econ- 
omically, morally and militarily. 
Listing as motives for entering the 
war; desire for Increased trade, 
freeing of the oppressed people of 
Europe, and desire for security and 
lasting peace, proceeded to show 
that none of these aims had been 
attained. N 

Today we no longer have the 
European markets, and are forced 
to search elsewhere for other small- 
er markets, he claimed. The op- 
pressed people of Europe, he said, 
have by means of popular election 
refused the freedom which we pro- 
posed to bring them, and we arc 
certainly no more secure today Odell, Lipsett, PatOII 
than we were In 1930. Mr. Phillips 
believed that this lack of security 
is shown In world wide fear of a 
coming depression and the East- 
West cleavage. 

Mr. Gross upholding the negative 
of the resolution maintained, quot- 
ing Winston Churchill, that the 
chief. aim of the war was "Victory 
at all costs, for without victory 
there is no survival." We have sur- 
vived, and the insecurity we arc 
experiencing now is the price we 
must pay for our freedom from the 
heel of Fascism, he asserted. 

In awarding the decision to 
Phillips, the judges complimented 
both speakers on their presentation 
and remarked upon the closeness of 
the decision. 

Niels Nielson, president of the 
Arts Sc Science debating society, 
was in the chair.

Canadian Universities 
Support I.S.S. Plan 

Two more Canadian universities 
have decided to support the scheme 
nf the Canadian Committee of In- 
ternational Student Service to 
'ming D.P. and other European stu- 
dents to Canada to study. 

The student body at Mount Al- 
lison University voted unanimously 
to sponsor one D.P. student and 
one other European student. At a 
recent general meeting of the stu- 
dent body, the students at St. Fran- 
cis Xavier University voted to 
sponsor one D.P. and one ether 
European student. 

The I.S.S. scheme is to bring one 
D. P. and one other European t» 
Canada for every 2,000 students in 
Canada. The D.P. students would 
remain in Canada but the others 
would return to Europe after a 
year in some Canadian university. 

The plan was evolved after dele- 
Hates to the I.S.S. Seminar in Ger- 
many last summer became aware 
of the desperate plight of D.P. 
students and the International Re- 
fugee Organization of the United 
Nations offered to provide transpor- 
tation for D.P.'s if I.S.S. could get 
support from Canadian universi- 
ties. 



Professors Defeat 
Plumbers in Debate 



The resolution "That Canada 
should institute some form of com- 
pulsory military training" was 
roundly defeated in a debate yes- 
terday noon when Professors W. 
Bruce and Mordcll of the faculty of 
Engineering upheld the negative 
against the affirmative stand of 
two fourth year engineers, Ed. Gau- 
thier and Herb Pragnell. 

Arguments 

The arguments of the affirmative 
that compulsory military training 
was a necessity for national de- 
fence and that it would improve 
the standards of education and 
Canadian life in general was re- 
futed by the professors in state- 
ments which showed that the type 
of military which was formerly 
valuable has become obsolete In 
this atomic age. The negative also 
pointed out that peoples' money 
would be far better used to or- 
ganize national sport and cdu- 
catienal programs, thus raising the 
physical and mental preparedness 
of the nation to a higher level. 

Professor Mordell stated that the 
morale which is a great aid in na- 
tional defence is gained not by 
military training but through good 



living conditions. He cited as his 
example the fine spirit of those 
Englishmen who turned out In full 
force for fire-fighting etc. although 
they were unable to go to the front 
themselves to fight. 

Tuxedos vs. Uniforms 

"Uniform manufacturers are out 
of business," said Ed Gauthier in 
an attempt to convince his aud- 
ience that compulsory military 
training would benefit the whole 
nation, but Professor Mordcll re- 
taliated with the statement that 
manufacturers profit a great deal 
more from the making of tuxedos 
and dress suits than of uniforms. 

Herb Pragnell of the affirmative 
argued that military training was 
advantageous to the individual and 
that it did not necessarllly dull his 
mental capacity, and he pointed to 
those veterans at McGill who are 
matching if not surpassing their 
younger classmates in many of their 
activities. He also stated that army 
training developed them both 
mentally and physically. 

The debate was chaired by Colin 
McCallum and the decision was 
rendered to the negative by an al- 
most unanimous show of hands 
from the audience. 



Dates Set for Revue; 
Open. Night Feb. 9th 

The dates for the Red and White 
Revenue of 1940 have now defin- 
itely been arranged. This year's 
show will take place in Moyse Hall 
from February 9th until the 15th. 

This arrangement will be setting 
a precedent for McGlll's annual 
stage production, as the opening 
night will be on a Wednesday. How 
ever, the Revue will run through to 
the following Tuesday with the ex 
ception of Sunday, when no show 
will be given. The usual seven per- 
formances will again bc .presented 
this year including a matinee on 
Saturday afternoon. This matinee is 
primarily designed for school chil- 
dren, and those who are absolutely 
unable to attend any of the even- 
ing performances. 

It is expected that scats for the 
Rtvue will go on sale early in 
the second term. Mcl Dultz, business 
manager, announced that all seats 
will bc reserved, and priced accord- 
ingly. However, he left the impres- 
sion that there might bc a reduc- 
tion in the price this year, but 
refused to comment any further at 
this early date. 
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'Key' Society 
Holds Banquet 

A novel feature will bc introduc- 
ed this year at the annual Scarlet 
Key Society banquet to be held at 
7 p.m. today in the Union Grill 
Room when nine prominent Mont- 
real men connected with McGill 
University will be present as guests 
of honor. 

In previous years, the prime func- 
tion of this banquet has been the 
Introduction of the new incoming 
Key to the old outgoing Key. An- 
nual reports were read, elections 
for the new executive were held 
and felt key awards were made for 
the completion of a required num- 
ber of assignments. 

At this year's dinner being held 
today, the above business is on 
the agenda for this, the 1948 Key's 
last official meeting and the 1949 
Key's first. In addition however, 
the following specially Invited 
guests will see this society, the 
student body's official host to Mc- 
Gill, in operation while Key men 
will have a chance to meet some 
of the men who are working for 
our university behind the scenes.

Talk on Biochem. 
and Engineering

Another Arts and Science "Gen" 
night finally got under way at 8.30 
last night, in the Reading Room of 
the Union. Dr. Bruce Ross, who 
chaired ,thc meeting, said that be- 
cause the gathering was small 
more time would be left for a 
question period at the end. 
First Speaker 
Dr. Lipsitt, who spoke first, ob- 
tained his B.Sc. from the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba and his PH.D. 
from McGill. Speaking on the gen- 
eral field of Chemistry, Dr. Lipsitt 
said that of the 5,000 to 6.000 chem- 
ists in Canada 400 to 500 were pres- 
ently employed in Montreal. 

In regards to salary he mention- 
ed that chemists engaged in Ad- 
ministration were highest paid with 
Research and Analytical chemists 
following in that order. As far as 
working conditions are concerned 
it was stressed that most large 
chemical plants were situated in 
small towns and that the present 
student of chemistry must realize 
that he may have to make his 
home in such a locale. 

Do What You Like 

Mentioning that there is at pres- 
ent a shortage of qualified chem- 
ists, Dr. Lipsitt said: "If you like 
chemistry very much, go ahead, 
you can make a good living." 

Dr. Arthur D. Odell, who was the 
next speaker, took his Ph.D. .at the 
University of Toronto, and ■ was 
decorated by the United States 
Government for his work on Biolo- 
gical Warfare. 

Jobs Varied 

Commenting that jobs in the Bio- 
chemical field were complex and 
varied, Dr. Odell said that he 
believed post graduate work to the 
level of docto/ate was necessary If 
the profession was to be exploited 
to its fullest. 

As to what the future held, he 
said that he believed that "all 
fundamental biochemistry will have 
to be re-wrltten wthln the next 
decade." 

In closing Dr. Odell said that on 
the whole industry fights shy of 
women scientists because of finan- 
cial risk Involved in losing them 
through marriage. 

The final speaker, Mr. Paton. 
was in Germany following the war 
to investigate the advances made 
in that country in the production 
of Aluminum. 

Experience Pays 

A B.Eng. from McGill, he said 
that in his experience the things 
that paid off in his field were an 
ability to organize and an ability 
to get people to work for and to 
give their best for you, rather than 
a knowledge of pure science. - 

As an example, Mr. Paton told 
of a model steam plant he had 
to design In his final year at Mc- 
Gill. After several months research 
and hard work, he presented his 
effort to the professor who merely 
looked at it and. shook his head. 
"Where," he asked, "Is the lava- 
tory?" 

"The channel of progress" he said, 
"is more important than the start- 
ing wage." 

Although the meeting started out 
with about 30 interested students 
in attendance, this figure increased 
appreciably towards the end, when 
about 50 students were present. 
The drawing power of refreshments 
cannot entirely bc discounted in 
this case.
